folk, especially crippled children, suffer, 
not only in actual bodily agony, but as a 
result of being shut out from so many of the 
activities and enjoyments that make life a 
great and “‘ glorious adventure.” 

Cripples, being generally more prone to ill- 
ness than others, have far more than an 
average share of bodily suffering, while the 
sadness and regrets that must for ever tinge 
their lives through being unable to lead a 
normal life of work and pleasure must, at 
times, be terrible. 


Unhappy Lot. 


We all like to think of childhood as a time 
of unalloyed happiness for every little one, but 
we know that many a crippled child has far 
from a happy lot. The majority of pin 
come from the er classes, and nd 
either “ special” schools or live in seme in- 
stitution where their education and hospital 
cure on side by side. Some of these in- 
stitutions are real ‘‘ homes,” and in these the 
children are brothers and sisters of one big 
family; but there still exist, even in the 
twentieth century, so- called cripples’ ‘‘homes,"’ 
run on “charitable”’’ lines, w life is @ 
very drab and dull affair. 

To such an institution-I went two years ago 
as a visiting mistress to twenty crippled girls 
varying in age from 9 to 15 years. Hitherto 
these children had merely had “spellings,” 
reading, and long periods of sewing on un- 
interesting garments and materials by way of 
education. 

Life not being sufficiently drab for them 
was to be made more so by the absence of 
everything decorative in their work! . Con- 
sequently, these girls were most unresponsive, 
ne ignorant, afraid = a to answer even 

“Yes” or “No” & qeemtice, and seem- 
ingly incapable of pling tu aneous expression,

I set to Cor to awaken their responsive- 
neas tó more humanising methods in educa- 
tion. The mornings we devote to ordinary 
lessons, short and varied in character, and in- 
cluding daily physical exercise to music and 
singing. Arithmetic? Oh, yes; but not 
rn a wading through text books, bat much 
oral and written seoiraine relative to shop- 
ping the children may do for themselves. 

We have lately pig “is a *’ tuck shop,” 
where the children buy from one another end 
do their own reckoning, and, in addition, they 
go out into the public shops and spend their 
own money instead of having it spent for 
them. A large rie os of the time-table is 
given to under which composition, 
reading, scrip writing, dramatisation, and use 
of the dictimnary is taught. Nature lessons, 
geography on broad lines, and history stories 
complete the morning work. Whenever pos- 
sible these lessons are given out of doors. 


Recreation. 


The afternoons are devoted to hand work 
or recreation. Most cripples seem to be gifted 
with their hands, and turn ont some beauti- 
ful work in needléwork and embroidery, bead- 
ing, basket work, leather work, modelling, and 
mys Ken painting. In all this work we try 
to emphasise the decorative side, and to 
foster ‘the love of beauty that is in every 
child We sew, with fancy stitches wherever 
possible, on dainty materials—printed voiles, 
coloured crepe-de-chines, Jap silks and the 
like.

Other Influences. 


There are many other ways io which we 
try to infuse vital interest in the lives of these 
children. They learn to design and carry out 
these designs on their garments, They “have 
regular weekly readings of the “ Children's 
Newspaper” which links them up with the 
outer world. 

Fixed times are allotted to organised games, 
and last summer, by joining another depart- 
ment, we organised a team of Netball players 
among those less crippled of our number, 
which has now grown to 

We have periodic entertainments where those 
gifted in singing, piano-playing, recitation and 
even dancin may delight and inspire the 
less gifted. » t=, for space forbids further, 
we have a fortnightly meeting for asking and 
answering questions, or debating. 

Now these children are really “ alive”; 
they love schoo] and are glad when holiday 
times are over as a-gule. All this entails a 
great amount of individual work on the part 
of the teacher, a great part of whose reward 
lies in the happiness of the children, and in 


knowing that, by giving them real interest in 
their work, she is greatly aiding their 
physical cure.

DANCING HINTS. 


HOW TO BECOME PROFICIENT 
IN THE BALLROOM... 


ANCERS who take their recreation 
seriously will find some useful advice 
in a. little book published by Allen and 
Unwin, Ltd.—* Three Hundred Hints on 
Modern Dancing '' (2s. 6d.), by Edward Scott. 
It deals’ to some extent with theatrical 
dancing, but the author is principally con- 
cerned with indicating to his general readers 
the qualities that go to form good style in 
modern ballroom dancing, while he leaves to 
individual teachers (not without offering 
intending learners a word of advice on the 
choice of these) the instruction of the mere 
steps. 

According to Mr, Scott, the steps are not by 
any means the most important thing to learn. 
Instead of dacing from the feet upward, he 
tells us, the dancer should learn to do so 
from the shoulders downward. It is im- 
portant, however, that the feet be turned 


accomplished at the hip by twisting the thigh 
bone in its socket.” 
Ladies may find in this little book the 
specific remedy for the collision of the knees 
in waltzing, and gentlemen learn that they 
must not try to reverse entirely on the toes 
like a ballet girl.

FOR THE COOK. 


SNOW BAL"S 

Ingredients—T wo and a half ounces of 
sifted flour, two small eggs, one ounce of 
butter, quarter of a pat of water, vanilla 
essence, a pinch of salt. 

Method—Boil water and butter in a 
pan. Sift the flour on to paper, and add 
to boiling liquid. Beat well till smooth, 
and cook very well. Allow to cool 
slightly. Add the beaten eggs gradually. 
Beat well, then add vanilla essence. 
Drop im teas poonfuls on a tin, and bake 
in a moderate oven till well risen and 
dry. Split and remove any soft parts 
from the inside. Fill with whipped 
cream, sweetened' and flavoured, Dust 
with wing sugar. 

MERINGUES. 

To every white of egg allow two ounces 
of sifted castor sugar. Whisk the whites 
until they are stiff. Gradually whisk in 
the sugar, and continue beating until the 
mixture ' Pog stiff. 

Shape by means of two dessertspoons, 
dipped in “cold water, Sift castor sugar 
over. Bake in a moderate oven for about 
three hours. When quite cold fill with 
whipped cream, and decorate. 

The sugar must be sifted. The 
meringues, when firm enough to move, 
should be made free on the ti , and the 
soft parts removed or pressed in to allow 
centres to dry thoroughly. 


If you put a little floor polish on marble 
after it has been well scrubbed, and rub with 
a soft clean cloth, you will achieve a brilliant 
polish.

A little cape I have in mind, which could 
be carried out in any two beautiful and effec 
tive fabrics, depends solely for its distinction 
on how it is worn. It could be made in 
chiffon velvet and printed ninon, or silver or 
ES tissue and figured or plain crépe de chine. 

t is a perfectly straight piece of material, 
lined “with a perfectly straight piece of 
material—but it must be worn “ with an air.” 

Two-and-three-quarter yards of each material 
will be required, and five tassels, heavy ones, 
carried out in beads to tone with the material 
chosen. Clear a large table and place the 
heavier material face upwards; place the 
thinner lining material face downwards over 
the first and pin the two materials together 
all round the extreme outer edge. Now tack 
together inside the line of pins, and then 
machine as close to the tacked line as possible. 

The materials must not be stitched together 
round all four sides or you will be unable to

Next turn the garment to the right side and 
join up the o a left by felling the two 
materials together; but you must not let your 
stitches go ~ eae the velvet or tissue on to 
the right side. 

Press the garment round the edge of the 
ninon with a warm iron, then fold it in half, 
so that it measures 42 inches instead of 2 
yards. Now find the place where you star 
felling and join the lined materia] together 
with a silk bar. If you were careful to leave 
exactly 52 inches open, you will have 16 inches 
caught together to give the cape effect at the 
back Sew a tassel to the four ends of the 
panes and also one to the folded end which 

angs down the centre-back. 

Sew on about one yard of fancy ribbon 
above the tassels at each end of the upper 
edge of the cloak, to tie loosely in front when 
your hands are needed elsewhere, 

An exquisite finish is achieved by sewing a 
number of multi-coloured artificial fruits or 
flowers at the fixed end of one of the ribbon 
strings.

Another Plebiscite. 


The town of Memel has become suddenly 
a bone of international contention. What 
happened is simple. Bands: of

Yesterday a conference 
of Ambassadors met and decided to send 
an Allied Commission to set np a Pro- 
visional Government in Memel. There 
are already some Allied warships at Memel 
and more are on the way; but it does 
not seem likely that the natural 
cedugre—to land a party of marines and 
chase the Lithuanians back to their native 
forests—will be followed. The Commis- 
sion must report upon the situation to the 
ambassadors. The report will he, no doubt, 
that the Lithuanian insurgents decline to 
budge.

The League of 
Nations will order the Lithuanians to 
leave, in order that a plebiscite may be 
held.

Lhe fluctuations in the leading Continental 
exchanges are reaching such a pitch that the 
public can hardly follow them. 

The German mark at one time vesterday 
was 115,000 to the £, and later in the day 
the quotation in the market was 103,000 to 
108,000, there being thus a difference of 5,000 
between the buying and the selling price. 

At this quotation the mark is worth less 
than 400 for a penny, and it is no exaggera- 
tion to state that business has become impos- 
sible when the mark is used as a currency to 
pay foreigners. 

Any transactions between German traders 
and traders in other countries will have to 
be conducted in some other currency than 
marks, because the movements are too violent 
to allow of any engagements being entered 
into with any sense of security. 

It is a grievous position from the point 
of international trade. 

The other Continental exchanges were also 
affected unfavourably, but in a less degree. 

The French franc nearly touched 71.00. the 
Belgian nearly 78.00, and the Italian lira 
nearly 98.00 to the ©, and such movements 
in these currencies also tend to aggravate the 
position because they are becoming so import-

SECRET OF THE TOMB.

INNER CHAMBER TO BE 
OPENED NEXT MONTH.

Lord Carnarvon arrive, in -Egypt on 
January 25th, and hopes to open the rimer 
chamber—which it ig hoped contains the body 
of King Tutankhamen—on February Ist. 

Four bronze candlesticks or torches 
brought out today. They appear to be the 
first evidence gained in modern times of the 
means of illumination employed by the ancient 
Egyptians 

Large white sealed egg-shaped caskets, con 
taining meats, game and venison, to feed the 
King in the next world, were brought cut, 
Though more than 5,000 vears old, it was 
still obviously meat. 

An ebony box, ornamented with ivory, and 
a tush box, apparently unopened, completed 
to-dayv’s removals.

Tutankhamen (added the Press Association 
Correspondent at Luxor) must have been a 
person of prodigious and varied appetite, if 
the food found to-day ia any criterion. Experts 
estimate that forty of the egg-shaped re- 
ceptacles contained sufficient food for one 
person for many months, but, of course, they 
did not pretend to say how long the ancient 
Egyptians expected their Imperial Sovereign 
to take in his pourney from mundane regions 
to the Great Beyond. 

Certain it 1s that Tutankhamen did not 
have to stint himself on his funeral march to 
the Sun-Gods. That he appreciated -ariety 
in the culinary and gastronomic offerings of 
his votaries, is shown by the fact that at 
least a dozen different kinds of food appear 
to be represented by the discoveries, including 
which is believed to be the oldest specimen 
of canned beef in the world. It is 5,550 vears 
old, and, while not wholly palatable, is in an 
excellent state of préservation. 

The meat. which is embalmed, is contained 
in receptacles elliptical in shape, and re 
sembling huge Easter eggs. In all. forty of 
these eggs were removed from the “ vault of 
wonders, ” 

The removal of preserved meat to a 
the Valley of the Kings, where Mr. Carte 
and his assistants usually take their meals, 
gave rise to much speculation and amuse 
ment. 

It was said that the excavators intended 
makine a Royal repast of the ancient food: 
but Mr. Carter explained later that he chose 
this place in order to facilitate the work of 
the expert chemists, who will make thorough 
analysis of it.

LAUSANNE, Th ursdcy. 

| It becomes harder every day to write of 

| this Conference with any semblance of re- 

straint. Whatever clse may be wanting, 

there is never any lack of excuse for postpone- 

ment and avoidance of decisions, 

Usually it is the Turks who are not ready. 
To-day it is the French financial experts, who 
have gone to Paris to consult their Govern- 
ment. 

As a result, one of the Sub-Commissions 
met this morning, and it has argued for an 
hours and three-quarters on the inspiring sub- 
ject of graves, needless to say, witout reach- 
ing any conclusive result. 

Jt is fair to our own delegation, from Lord 
Curzon downwards, to say they are doing 
everything possible to impart some movement 
to events, and it is safe to predict that next 
week will see a different atmosphere created. 

The French experte, headed by M. Bompard, 
will be back in time for a concentration of 
efiort to be initiated on Monday, and there is 
every prospect that a vigorous endeavour will 
be made to get the remaining problems forced 
to an issue by Saturday, the 27th. 

This means arriving at some compromise on 
Mosul, debts and capitulations, while the 
knotty little questions of Karagatch and Bul- 
garia s outlet to the Aigean are certain to be 
raised again by someone before a decision that 
can be considered absolutely final is taken. 

This list, perhaps, is not as formidable as 
it sounds. Regarding debts and capitulations, 
it seems that some middle way may be found, 
Sath much depends on the instructions 
which the French experts bring back from 
Paris. 

Regarding Mosul, it is uncertain whether 
the Turks are prepared to accept the proposed 
reference to the League. If not, the matter 
will, presumably, be left, and the situation 
in that region will remain as it is or be left 
to develop; for there is not the smallest 
prospect that the British delecation will shift 
irom the position it has adopted throughout. 

The fact that the Americans seem entirelv 
satisfied with the arrangements projected for 
oil exploitation considerably strengthens the 
British contentions. 

All things considered, therefore, there is 
some ground for hoping that the lowest 
depths of stagnation have now been plumbed.

MISS KATE SANTLEY. 

A singularly versatile and gifted career 
closes in the death of Miss Kate Santley 
yesterday at Hove. Miss Santlev, an American 
by birth, took to the stage in early child- 
hood, and was for reany years an’ ornament 
alike to its dramatic, its comedic, and its 
lyric sides. Her first appearance was as Fairy 
Queen in pantomime. From that beginning 
she leaped soon to a high place in Shakespeare 
drama, playing “ Jessica ' in “ The Merchant 
of Venice,” with Charles Kean, at Edinburgh. 
Ophelia and other Shakespearean parts were 
among: those in which her gifts and grace 
found scope. From these to the Oxford Music 
Hall might seem a violent transition. But 
Miss Santley was no ordinary artist. She 
created a furore by her singing of a thing so far 
removed from the Shakespearean atmosphere 
as ‘‘ The bells go a-ringing for Sarah.” Then 
came a period of burlesque, then numerous 
adventures in light opera, which were justi- 
fied by a rare art, whose brilliance has become 
a proverb. Pantomime, burlesque, some 
serious plays, and further rounds of that 
light opera of which the public never tired 
so long as she was of the company, filled up 
the span till 1887, when she took to manage- 
ment, and then, as if to square the magic 
circle, she was author of the play, “ Mixed 
Relations,” an adaptation from Sardou’s 
“ Divorcons.” Assuredly Miss Santley's 
passing snaps a golden link im stage tradi- 
tions.

The French. sanctions for collecting the Re- 
parations in the Rubr were officially put into 
effect this morning. A comprehensive plan, 
it is officially announced, has been completed 
for controlling the mining and distribution of 
the entire coal output in this field, which has 
been averaging eight million tons monthly. 
The operations will proceed under @ 
technical staff from France, with greater au- 
thority than the German coal syndicate. This 
French organisation will be supported by the 
occupationary forces. 
The plan includes the payment of wages of 
miners and<skilleJ labour who remain at their 
posts. The French officials decline to discuss 
reports of an intention to issue special money 
for circulation in the oceupied territory. 
The workers’ organisations seem apathetic 
over the prospective change of employers. 
Communist papers assert that it means only 
a transier of property from German to French 
capitalists. 
Slightly increased dissatisfaction 1s notice- 
able among the workers, due largely -to in- 
creasing prices consequent. upon. the rapid 
fall in the value of the mark. | 

From the 20th the miners are to receive 
5,000 marks daily, but one day’s pay is in- 
sufficient to buy two pounds of butter: The 
latter is considered a luxury here, but prices 
of all simple necessities are proportionately 
high, and most of them are up thirty p.c. 
since the French troops started up the Ruhr. 

The owners are as defiant as ever... The few 
who are remaining here have issued a state 
ment that they will not-.reapond to the 
French invitations to attend {turiher confer- 
ences, and their counsel has sent a letter 
to the Reparations Commission, contending 
that any attempted confiscation of the mines 
and factories is a violation of The Hague 
Tribunal. 

A considerable mamber of the coal barons 
have fled to unoccupied territory, some tak- 
ing the records of ‘their companies. 

The French admit they will commence 
legal procedure against the defiant mine 
operators, but do not say if there will be 
arrests or ‘confiscations. But the latter are 
possible under the military proclamations 
broadcasted. that resisters of French authority 
will be punished. 


GERMAN WARNING. 


FURTHER PROTEST TO FRANCE 
TRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From Ocr Own CorresPonDeEnNT. 
BERLIN, Thursday. 

The German Government has despatched a 
Note to France and Belgium warning the two 
Governments of the danger of collision with 
German troops if the French troops continue 
to advance as far as Miinster. 

The Note further points out that French 
troops have almost reached the extreme limit 
of the zone, 50 kilometres, in which, accord- 
ing to the terms of the Peace Treaty, no Ger- 
man soldiers are allowed. 

In a Note on the same subject sent by the 
German Government to-day to the British, 
American and neutral Governments, it is 
additionally mentioned, however, that even 
if the French troops advance beyond Munster, 
the German Government will order the with- 
drawal of the German troops, with a view to 
minimising the possibility of a conflict. 

Meanwhile, continuing the policy of 
counter-measures, in reply to the. French 
‘‘ sanctions,” the German Government to-day 
notified the French and Belgium (Govern- 
ments of the suspension of all Clearing 
House payments. 

The Cabinet met this afternoon to consider 
the latest phase of the situation due to the 
Ruhr advance, and it is understood that 
Ministers expressed satisfaction with the 
results of the policy so far adopted. 

Public opinion seems at present behind the 
Government; but the formidable Parlia- 
mentary opposition to the Cuno Cabinet from 
the Socialists and the Left Wing of the 
Centre Party, due to alarm at the spectre of 
unemployment and. soaring food prices, may 
cause eventually a fissure in the so far united 
Reichstag front. 

Meanwhile Republican Germany has never 
been so stirred as at the present moment. A 
great wave of Nationalism now sweeping the 
country is free from the coarser crude note 
‘which has in the past, notably during the 
negotiations leading up to the Versailles 
Treaty, offended even sympathetic observers. 

Germany clearly feels that. in the present 
struggle with France she has the sympathy 
of the outside world. 

The slump of the mark, which only a week 
ago would have created a financial panic, 
to-day passed almost unnoticed, being 
regarded as merely another outward symptom 
of imminent chaos.

The Debt Funding sessions have concluded, 
and Mr. Stanley Baldwin, ti Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, is sailing on Saturday to con- 
fer with the British Cabinet. Negotiations 
will be resumed throngh Sir Auckland Geddes, 
the British Ambasador. 
Mr. Mellor says that the differences are not 
serious, and that a desperate effort should be 
made to reach an agreement. before the ad- 
journment of Congress in March, in order -to 
prevent a year’s delay. question of the 
rate of interest is the chief matter of differ- 
ence, owing to the inability of getting Con- 
gress to ratify a low rate. 
The Commission has issued the following 
statement :—- 
“The two Commissions have given long 
and detailed consideration to the. questions 
involved in the funding of the debt. Pro- 
gress has been made towards mutual under- 
standing of the problems involved, and the 
discussions have now reached the point. at 
which the British Government thinks it de- 
sitable that. the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
should return to London for consultation. The 
discussions have, therefore, been adjourned, 
and Mr. Stanley Baldwin will sail on 
January 20. 
. ‘The American Commission. will make no 
recommendation for the extension of the 
Funding Act pending an agreement. Nego- 
tiatious may be resumed in ten days.”

FRANCE'S EXPERIMENT. 


LOOKING BEYOND, 


“ THE. TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS — 


The French experiment in the Ruhr has 2 
far led to no results that can possibly be re- 
garded as: beneficial to the Allies, to the 
French themselves, or to Europe generally. 
Difficultiés and complications are multiplying 
on every hand. The French have replied 
to the German resistance by applying iresh 
sanctions. They have secured their military 


.control by pushing forward their troops as far 


as Dortmund, which commands the exit from 
the Ruhr eastwards, but here for the moment 
their advance has stopped. -It bas been an- 
nounced that henceforth economic sanctions 
are to be applied. . Apart from the exploita- 
tion of State forests in the Rhineland, these 
sanctions were to consist in the requisition or 
‘confiscation of mines and. the arrest and trial 
by courtmartial of selected German mine- 
owners for recalcitrancy, So far the at 
tempts made. by thé French authorities to set 
the Ruhr, miners in opposition to their em- 
ployers have been unsuccessful, 

The British Governmént is inactive, because 
it believes that until the French themselves 
realise the consequences, of an experiment, 
ef which this country has disapproved from 
the first, it cannot profitably  inter- 
vene. The German delegation that is 
reported to be coming to England to 
seek intervention will receive no satisfac- 
tion here, since .the essence of British 
Clicy at the moment is to refrain from 
interference in any form. Sach abstention 


should not, however, imply any lack of fore- 


sight. The time has already come to consider 
whether any uegotiations between France and 
Germany may still be possible in the interests 
of all the Allies and the peace of Europe. 

The extraordinary Budget of Germany now 
shows a deficit of 622,000 million marks, and 
it is futile in present circumstances to talk 
either of stabilising the mark or balancing 
the German Budget. M. Poincaré is said to 
ave a new plan, but its outlines at present 
are economically hardly conceivable. ‘he 
German proposals for raising first an interna! 
and then an international loan for the purpose 
ef balancing the Budget and satisfying the 
immediate demands of the Allies are out of 
date. The only satisiaction Germany can 
possibly give at the moment is by a. way 
which would avoid the vicissitudes of the -ex- 
change. She might on her own account 
restore the devastated regions of France as 
she restored her own far smaller devastated 
area in East Prussia. 

Up till now the French Government have 
rejected any proposals of this character, but 
it is not impossible that, as a result of the 
Ruhr experiment, circumstances may arise 
in which the advantages of such a diversion 
of energy might be more clearly seen. Apart 
from this slight hope of an issue, the 
reparation problem, from any broadly 
European point of view, would appear for the 
moment to be insomble.

MISSION TO GREAT BRITAIN. 


The Times Special Correspondent at Essen 
telegraphed yesterday :—I learn from a trust- 
worthy source that a confidential German 
mission has left Berlin for England; to re- 
quest British intervention in the Ruhr crisis. 
The vigorous action foretold by the French 
yesterday has been postponed, apparently, 
ecause they, themselves, are beginning to 
realise the seriousness of the economic crisis 
which this Ruhr venture has brought about. 
When I met some of the members of the 
French Mining Commission at an early hour 
this. morning, with the intention of: accom- 
panying them to witness the seizure of a 
number of mines, which they indicated vester- 
day would be requisitioned, I was told that 
their plane had been changed. Subsequently 


requisitions of mines and no arrests were being 
thought of at present, although it is admitted 
that a number of the great industrialists nave 
been. summoned to appear at Dusseldorf this 
afternoon. Great secrecy is maintained ass to 
the meaning of this summons, and up to the 
present I have not been able to. discover 
whether it was obeyed. It is believed, how- 
ever, that it was some form of miitary court 
which required the presence of the in- 
dustrialists. There has cleariy been an alter- 
ation in the general French plans, and thei 
attitude to-day is less confident.

PREPARED FOR WAR. 

In a message from Constantinople yester- 
day, The Times Correspondent states :—Mus 
tapha Kemal came within a few miles of 
Constantinople yesterday when he inspected 
front line troops at Buebze, opposite Prin- 
kipo. Later, at. Ismid, he received all the 
editors of the Constantinople Turkish Press, 
and made a spcech, in the course ot which 
he. declared :— 

-“I am not pessimistic, because 1 beheve 
that Europe will sooner or later recognise 
our rights, there being no other. alternative. 
Any other peace ‘except the peace we want 
would not be durable. Mosul is inseparable 
from Turkey. The People’s Party which I 
am forming is the culmination of .a struggle 
for Turkey's freedom and prosperity. Till 
now I have been a soldier, but from now on 
I wish to be a. legislator. However, if 
Europe desires otherwise, and forces-us into 
war, 1 can assure you that we are stronger 
than we were before, and are fully able to 
obtain the realisations of all our aspirations.”

Our Galway Correspondent telegraphs 
The inquest on the exhumed body ‘of the 
woman, Barbara King, on Wednesday, was 
interrupted by armed men. 

The inquiry was held ‘in Mr. John 
publichouse, Carraroe. 

Dr. Greene had just concluded his, evidence: 
when the door was burst open, and four wen, 
armed with rifles, entered, shouting “ Hans 
up!” Some of the jurymen rushed ont 
tarough another door, but the majority 1 
mainei in the room, amionz ther rt 
Coroner, Mr. J. ©. Conroy, solicito 
O'Dea, solicitor, who was present o: 

of the accused, Derrane; Mr. Keily. 
solicitor, and Sergeant Daly, oírt!

All present, having been ordered to 
their hands over their heads, a man, who 
peared to be the leader of the party, as 
where the Civic. Guards were- 

Sergeant Daly; Galway, stepped forvard 
and said, “[ am a sergeant of the Civi: 


Guards.”’ 

The men beckoned to him to go outside, 

and the sergeant, still holding his hand: 
followed them out. 
On the road another man approached th: 
sergeant, who was all the time covered by th 
men's rifles, and searched him, questioninz 
him at the same time. 

The sergeant told him that he was a re 
signed member of the Royal Irish Constabu 
lary. 

Une of the party ordered the sergeant t 
“shut up or he would be shot there,” and 
then the search. concluded. 

Sergeant Daly was ordered to wali down 
to the cross roads in company with one of the 
men, whilst the others entered the Civic 
Guards’ motor «ar, and drove it down the 
read. 

At the cross roads Sergeant Daly ,was. again . 
questioned. He was asked why he was not 
wearing his uniform, and he replied that he 
had orders from his officer not to wear th 
uniiorm. 

ORDERED TO CLEAR OUT. 

One of the men told him that he was a spy 
who had been sent out to help in roundinz 
up Republicans. 

This man indicated to the leader that t] 
sergeant should be taken as a prisoner, and 
was about to lay hands on him when the 
leader ordered him to stop. 

After further parley, the men’s leader told 
the sergeant to clear ont of the district. that 
“his presence was a violation of the laws oi 
the Republican Government.’’ The man added 
that he would take charge of the motor car 

Sergeant Daly pointed ort that the car y 
the property of Mr. Ward, of Galwav. and 
the man said that the car would be al! rizht 

The men then leit, taking the cat 
them. 

Sergeant Daly walked back to 
publichouse, where a consultation 
with the Coroner, who pointed out 
would be necessary to adjourn the inquest, the 
jury, whose duty it was to bring in a verdix 
having left. The Coroner and Messrs. O'Dea 
and Kelly, solicitors, then left by motor car 
for Galway, their cars, which had been left-on 
the roadside outside Mr. Keane’s shop, not 
being interfered with by the armed men. 

Mr. Conroy, Coroner, on arriving at Derrv- 
nea, sent a car to bring the Civic Guards into 
Spiddal, whence they telephoned to Galway 
for a car, which arrived at midnight. and 
returned to Galway in the smal! hours of tl: 
morning.

EVIDENCE AT INQUEST. 


STORY GF A STRUGGLE. 
_ Before the armed men arrived, Norah 
Cloonan, of Ballinakill, Gorumna, daughter 
of Barbara King, who is supposed to have 
been killed, identified the body, and said’ that 
her mother was about 80 vears-of age. Wit 
ness went out on Tuesday, January 9, 
Make some purchases, leaving her mother ab 
home in bed. About half-an-hour afterwards 
her little girl came to her, and she went home 
with her and saw John Derrane, o 
mullen, standing near the dresser 
kitchen, and her mother lying on the floor of 
the room. When she came in John Dertane 
was knocking down the delph from the 
dresser. She told him that he had her mother 
killed, and he caught her bv the hair and 
knocked her. to the floor. She promised to 
get him £5 worth of whiskey, and he let go 
her hair and she ran out. She met Martin 
Derrane, who went back with her, and the" 
found her Mother nearly dead: she was bleed- 
ing from a cut on the forehead and from cuts 
on her legs. Her mother died just after dark. 
Witness found the dresser and delph and a 
clock broken. She did not see John Derrano 
again that night. 

Cross-exaMmined, witness said that she had 
never known her mother to fall out of the 
bed. John Derrane did not know either he: 
mother or herself, and had never been inside 
the house before. 

Dr. Greene, of Spiddal, stated that’ he 
examined the body of Barbara King, on the 
17th day of January, in the graveyard a‘ 
Carraroe. He found an abrasion over the 
left eye; it was less than a quarter of sn 
inch long. The skin was broken for less 
than a quarter of an inch. He found that 
the whole back of the left hand was bruised. 
There were also signs of bruising on the 
front of both legs. There were about six 
slight bruises on the back. These six marks 
would not be caused by her lying in hed, 
but there were other marks which the bed 
would cause. Taking into account her age. 
and, as far as he could see from externa! 
examination, he would say that it would tak» 
very little rough handling to kill her. 

Examined by Mr. Kelly, State solicitor— 
The mark over the left eye could have been 
caused by a blow from some blunt instrn- 
ment. The underlying bone was not exposed. 
There were no other injuries to the head. So 
far as he could see from superficial examina- 
tion, all her organs appeared to be normal. 
It would be possible to ascertain’the cause of 
death by a post-mortem examination, but that. 
would require.two doctors. Ail the wounds 
he saw were slight, but the possibility of the 
wound in the head was serious. Remembe 
ing her age, and if there was no history of 
violence, he would have come “s the con- 
clusion that she had died from natural cause:

GARRISON'S 


Mr. Christopher Farrell, a well-known 
Dublin traveller, was killéd: in an ambush 
between Swinford and Kiltimagh on 
Wednesday, and Mr. Faward Harris, 
another Dublin traveller, was wounded. 

Shortly afterwards’ a patty 6f National 
troops was attacked at the same place, but 
drove off its assailants. 

A lieutenant and a sergeant of the 
National Army were killed in an ambush 
at Kilfeacle Hill, not far from Tipperary, 
on Wednesday afternoon and two other 
men were captured, the motor-ear in 
which the soldiers travelled being burned. 

Four armed men after firing into and 
hombine the Civic Guard Barracks at 
\hascragh, County Galway, set it ‘alight 
with petrol and drove out fhe Guards.

WAYSIDE AMBUSH. 


DUBLIN TRAVELLER KILLED. 


Our Claremorris Correspondent telegraphs 
that Mr. Christopher Farrell, of Mountjoy 
square, Dublin, traveller for Sir John Power 
and Son, whiskey distillers, has been killed, 
and Mr. Edward Harris, traveller for Mesets. 
Jonathan Hogg, Dublin, seriously wounded in 
the shoiilder, in an ambush on the public road 
hetween Swinford and Kiltimagh, County 
Mayo. 

It appears that the two men were returning 
in a motor ear ftom Swinford to Claremortis 
on Wednesday afternoon, when they ran into 
an ambush party of twepty or thirty men, who 
fired upon them from the hills on one side of 
the road.» Michael, Byrne, the driver of the 
car, had a very narrow escape. 

The attack took place at Kinafie, where 
stones had been taken from the parapet of 4 
bridge and built, across the road, thus closing 
it, with the exception of a narrow passage 
through which a car might go. 

The car had gone but a little way beyond 
the point of obstruction when firing began. 
Myr. Farrell was alone on the back seat, and 
after the first volley he moaned and fell back 
dead. He had been wounded in the chest, the 
bullet entering just below the point of his 
. collar. 

Another bullet Mr. 
Harris's shoulder. 

Heavy fire continued, and Michael Byrne, 
the driver of the car, who had been sitting 
beside Mr. Harris, pulled up and took cover 
under a stone wall. Byrne estimates that 
about sixty shots were fired. 

Within an hour from the beginning of the 
attack Mr. Harris spoke to Mr. Farrell and 
tried to raise his body, but he was dead. 


CALLOUS TREATMENT. 


When the firing ceased Byrne left his cover 
and went towards the attacking party, who 
had come down from the hills. All wore 
trench coats and plain caps and carried rifles. 
He told them what had happened, and they 
asked, ‘‘ Why did not you balt?” He replied 
that there was no cry of '“Halt ” or that he 
did not hear it. They asked who was in the 
car, and he replied, “Two commercial 
travellers,” and whee he told them that one 
was killed they would not believe him. 

They made him back the caí to where they 
were, and, looking into it, saw the dead body 
of Mr. Farrell. They expressed no sorrow or 
regret. Byrne asked to be allowed to drive on 
to, Kiltimagh for a doctor and a priest, but 
they said that they would not allow him to 
go to Kiltimagh or Swinford, and directed him 
to leave the high road and go over a by- 

- way, on which a cat had never travelled 
before, towards Kilkelly, and thence to Clare- 
morris 

He, therefore, took the by-road, and arrived 
at Knock, where the Rev. Father Tuffy, 
parish priest, attended to Mr. Farrell. 

At about 6.45 p.m, the car reached Clare- 
morris. The news of the shooting created 
a painful sensation in the town, where Mr. 
Farrell was very well known. 

At eight o’clock in the evening Dr. Conor 
Maguire, Coroner, held an inquest in the Im- 
perial Hotel. 

The National Army was represented by 
Staff Captain P. Horne. 

Mr. E. Harris, who had his wound dressed 
and his arm in a sling, told of the attack. 
He said that there was no cry of “ halt,’’ and 
that the first intimation they had of the 
attack was the burst of fire. The attackers 
did not belong to the National Army. He 
protested that they should have “‘ held up” 
the car before they fired. He added that they 
exprésted no regret for what they had done. 

On leaving Swinford, Mr. Farrell occupied 
the back seat of the caf, expressing a desire 
we be there. The first shot appeared to catch 

im, 

The driver, Michael Byrne, shared the 
opinion of Mr. Harris that the attackers were 
fot National troops. He said that he had 
the hood on the ear, but no side screens, and 
the men could only see that the octupants 
of the car were oiviliens. He heard no cry of 
“halt,” and when he asked to go for the 
priest and doctor, the attackers would not 
allow him to go by the main road, but 
directed him down & by-way. 

The jury found that Mr. Farrell died from 
shock and hemorrhage, caused hy a bullet 
wound in the chest, and that he was shot 
by some person unkhown. They added—“ We 
ere further of opinion that the person who 
fired the shot is guilty 6f wilful murder." 

A fider to the verdict expressed sympathy 
with Mr. Farrell's relatives. 

The remains of Mr. Farrell were taken to 
the Roman Catholic Church at night, and re- 
moved by the first train to Dublin in the 
morning. 

Mr. Harrie also travelled 
surgical treatment.

TROOPS ATTACKED. 
LIEUTENANT AND SERGEANT 


KILLED. 


While four mémbérs of ‘the National Army, 
including the drivér—all stated to —e to 
the Dublin Guards—werg dfiving in a Ford 
car from Dublin to Mitchelstown on Wednes- 
day between six, and seven. o'clock they were 
ambushed at Kilfeacle Hill, four miles east 
of Tipperary town, They replied to the fire 
of the attackers, and after a brief exchange of 
shots two occupants. of thé car were killed, 
the other two being taken prisoners. 

The two men killed were Lieutenant Kelly 
and Sergeant Geraghty. The names of the 
captured men are unknown. ; 

aAfter the fight the attackers sét the car on 
fire. 

The remains of the dead men, which were 
stripped of tunics, leggings, firearms, and 
ammunition. were brought in a Red Cross 
ambulance to Tipperary. 


COUNTY GALWAY. hee 
BARRACK BURNED. 


CIVIC GUARD DRIVEN OUT. 


Four men, who arrived in.the village in 
a motor car, attacked the barracks gccupied 
by the tnarmed Civic Guard at, Abascragh, 
Ballinasloe, at about ó a.m. on Wednesday. 
Shots were fired and bombs thrown through 
the windows. Some of the sleeping Guards had 
narrow escapes from bullets, and had to dash 
for safety through the flames caused by 
petrol. 


The village is a peatedble one, and 
the Guards have recently been carrying out 
efficiently their work in it. 

The Guards—four all told—retired as usual 
on Tuesday night, and at abont ó a.m. on 
Wednesday morning they were awakened by 
the sound of rifles; A moment later, flames 
sprang up, and it was seen that the bar- 
racks had been sprinkled, with petrol and 
fired. Bombs were first thrown through the 
windows, and then petrol. 

Sergeant Rodgers had am~-exceedingly nar- 
row escape a bullet grazing his head; Guard 
Grimes was sleeping beneath a window when 
it was broken in, and petrol was thrown 
over his head. Bombs had preceded the 
throwing of the petrol, and lighted tapers 
followed it. 

Guard Quin had to rush through the 
flames and make his escape half dressed, 
with the others, at the back. 

As they left the blazing premises, they 
allege that shots were fired over them, and 
that some of the bullets whizzed past their 
heads. 

The attackers used a motor car belonging 
to Mr. Wafd, of Ballinasloe, whose driver 
had been “held up ” on the road , and com- 
pelled to carry the attackers. 

The armed party afterwards stopped the 
tallinasloe-Ahascragh máil car, and burned 
most of the letters. 

Ahascragh residents say that when the 
motor car arrived in the villagé one of its 
passengers went to the barracks door and 
warned the Civic Guards to clear out before 
being attacked. The Guards, however, did 
not receive any Warning. “They have taken 
a house near by as a barracks. The authori- 
ties are said to have full information as to 
ihe leader of the attack, who is alleged to 
have terrorised the district. 


COUNTY LIMERICK. 
RUNNING FIGHT. 
ONE NATIONAL. SOLDIER 
WOUNDED. 


Patrick Joseph McGee, parcels clerk, who, 
with three others, was arrésted in connection 
with the attempt to burn the parcels.office at 
Limerick Station on Tnesday evening, was 
released after a short time. 

A column of National troops from Charle- 
ville on Wednesday evening went on a round- 
up operation between Dromina and _ Free- 
mount, Co. Cork. In a house near the former 
place they captured four men, armed with 
rifles, and about BC rounds of ammunition. 
The prisoners, who were transferred to Lime- 
rick, included Danie] PFehan, Banteer, who, it 
is stated, was in possession of one Lee-Enfield 
rifle, one Webley revolver, and some ammuni- 
tion; Jeremiah McAuliffe, Lombardstown, and 
Michael Healy, Boherbee, who were also 
stated to be in possession of a Lee-Enfield 1 “e 
each; and Cofnelius Lacy, Liscarrcll, in pos- 
session of a whistle. 

After the arrests the troops proceedéd in 
extended formation, and had not gore: far 
when intensive fire was, opened on them from 
Thompson guns, revolvers, and rifles: The 
advance was maintained, and the attackers, 
who numbered between 80 and. 100, retreated 
towards the hills. 
action, whith lasted several hours, until they 
gained a eeinmanding position, where they 
made a stand, and the fire @ more in- 
tense. After half an hours fighting they 
were driven from their positions and forced 
to scatter, carrying their wounded with them. 
The soldiers had but one casualty, Volunteer 
O’Gorman, who was seriously wounded, and 
is being treated at St. John’s Hoepitel, 
Limerick. 


KING'S COUNTY. 
DEATH AFTER AMBUSH. 


News has been received in Tullamore of the 
death at the Cufragh military hospital of 
Volunteer P. C. White, a native of Blessing- 
ton, Co. Wicklow, as a result of wounds re- 
ceived in the Geashil] ambush on Sunday, 
7th January. He was attached to the Géas- 
hil! garrison, and was with a smal’ party of 
soldiers going to Maes: at Raheen when they 
were ambushed, and four, including the officer 
in charge, were wounded. .This is the second 
death as a result of the ambush, Volunteer 
P. Lynch, of Croghan, having died of his 
wounds last week 

A b round-up by. flying columns of 
Nationa] troops has takn place in Geasiiill, 
Killeigh, and other areas, the following being 
arrested :—Philip. Deering, Matthew Brien, 
Frank Greene, T;.

MR. FORD'S MANAGER 
THREATENED. 


- 


The Cork dockers’ strike was yesterday 
characteriséd by an incident, Which, though 
it threatened to develop into consequences 
of the most serious nature; happily terminated 
without loss of life. The scene was 4 enrose 
quay, where the ss. Gienganff, among many 
other steamers remains tied up. 

At about 11 o'clock in the morning, there 
being no military patral in the yicinity, a 
Fordson thotot lorry conveying Mt, Grace, 
manager of the extensive Marita works drew 
up at the point at whieh the Glengariff is 
berthed. . Mr. Grace, on alighting from the 
inoter lorry; was af once surrounded ta 
ettong picket. cf strikers, and the driver of 
thé lorry was meatiwhile threstened against 
assistitig in the removai of any goods from the 
steamer. 

Mr. Grace was intimidated from voarding 
the vessel, and the demesavour of the strikers, 
whose numbers had meantime gre@tly in- 
ceased; assumed An angry aspect. A heated 
discussion ensued, and Mr. Grace forced his 
way oh te the gangway of the véssel. After 
an interval of about fifteen minuves he reap- 
peated on the gangway with a bag of eft 
goods on his shoulder. The contents of the 
bag, so far as ib was ible to ascertain, 
consiated of extfa bedding for the crew of 
a éteamer which has discharged her cargo at 
the Marina works, and was to sail yesterday. 


AN EXCITING MOMENT. 


When Mr, Grads tried to leave the vessel 
he wad héld up midway down the gangway 
and missiles were thrown at him, wheteupon, 
he took out a revolver. Acting with com- 
mehdable discretion and sélf-restraiht under 
very trying cifcimistantes he did not fire on 
the crowd. Shouts were raised by some of 


those in the érowd of; Fire, afd down you 


will go, as sure as your name i Grace.” 

In the meanwhile the driver of the motor 
lorry drove off in the direction of Railway 
street, evidently with the object of pfocufing 
fiilitary aséistance, but he was © out- 
fatiteivréd by a section of the crowd, who 
bought the “vehicle to a standstill in Alfred 
street, where it was set on fire, but was not 
setidusly’ darnaged. 

Mr. Grace was eventually allowed to leave 
the ship, but had to seek refuge in one of the 
offices of the City of Cork Steam Packet Com- 
pany, stones having been thrown at him on 
the way. He-was not injured by the missiles. 
Military came on the scene subsequently, and 
Mr. Grace was able to leave the premise* 
in a motor car under an artned escort. 


MR. GRACE’S STATEMENT. 


Interviewed by a reporter yesterday, Mr. 
Grace said that his object in going to the 
ss. Glengariff in the morning was to procure 
some blankets and bedding for the volunteer 
crew of the Gumbrae, which took. that vessel 
from their wharf at noon yesterday. He 
wished to make plain the reasons for his pre- 
sent attitude as regards the strike. ‘We 
are,” he remarked, '“ neither sympathetic with 
the employers of Cork. in, this strike, hor 
unsympathetic with the strikers, but, we 
have one duty to perform, and that is at any 
cost to get our plant running, because 1t 
means with us, if we do not do so, the dis- 
employment of our entire staff at Cork, as 
well as at Manchester. 

“I do not believe,” he added, 
“that any of our men wish this 
to happen, any more than we do 
ourselves.. With regard to the Cumbrae, | 
desire to say that she arrived at our works 
last week-end laden with a cargo of cement 
and constructive material for ná. The cargo 
was unloaded with our, own organisation, and 
re-loaded with mechanical parts made here 
for shipment to Manchester. At the comple- 
tion of the unloading ] was informed by the 
captain of the ship that the firemen and sea- 
men employed on the ship had refused to sail, 
not because of any grievances, and further, 
they told me that it was through intimidation 
exercised by the etrikers that ‘hey had left 
the ship. 


PICKETS ON PRIVATE 
DWELLINGS. 


The general situation arising out of the 
strike remains unchanged. There has been 
no approach by either side towards effecting 
a settlement, and it is understood that no in- 
termediary or official of the Transport 
Workers’ Union has yet arrived in Cork, The 
results created by the dislocation of trade and 
business generally are to be seen everywhere. 
In addition to the closing down of the Metro- 
pole Steam Laundry, other firms have either 
closed or contemplate doing so. 

A phase lritherto nnheard of in connection 
with picketing has been established im con- 
nection with the present strike. The private 
dwellings of the managers of companies 
affected are picketed, and attempts are made 
to prevent the handing in of goods or parcels, 
no matter from whom they may com’. Yee- 
terday the houses of several well-known men 
connected with the coal trade had pickets 
placed outside them, and an attempt was 
made to prevent breadvan drivers, butchérs, 
and shop mesrengers from supplying them 
with goods. | 


THE DUBLIN CARTERS. 


_At a conference between the Dublin 
Carriers’. Association and representatives of 
the Irish Transport Unien yesterday the de- 
cision arrived at by the carters not to accept 
any reduction in their wages was reported. 

A mass meeting of the men will be held on 
Sunday. 


HIDE AND SKIN WORKERS. 

A proposed reduction in the wages of about 
500 men engaged in the hide and &skif in: 
dustry in Dublin is being resisted by the 
workers. Their coftention is that thé cost of 
living has not decreased. 


FIRING AT A SENATOR’S HOUSE. 


Shortly after midnight on Wednesday 
the guard ‘at De.

PROSECUTED. 


ALLEGED ATTEMPTED 
FRAUDS: 


— 
RAILWAY: COMPANY'S 
EVIDENCE. 


Yesterday, before the Recorder of Dublin 
and a jury, Mrs. Mary O’Connor was indicted 
for having, on the 10th November, unlawfully 
and fraudulently pretended that a certain con- 
signment, of goods ffom Messrs. Phillips and 
Co., of Manchester, to her in thé name of 
Duke and Co., Capel street, Dublin, had been 
received in & damaged condition, arid that 
éome of the goods Wete missing, and that By 
such mistepresentation she attempted to Tré- 
ceive from the London and North-Western 
Railway Company the sum of £15 2s: There 
was @ séCond count charging her with having, 
on the Zist October, by similar false repre- 
séhtation, endeavoured to obtain a sum ol 
®7 17s. Bd., and in a third count she was 
charged in connection with a sum of £9 138. 64. 
in respect of goods consignéd from Messrs. 
Cook and Co., St. Paul's Chutchyard, London. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., prosecuted ; and Mr. E. 
A. Swayné,-K.C., and Mr. Joseph. O'Connor 
linstructéd by. Messrs. Larkin and Co.) ap- 
peared for the accused. 


CASE FOR THE PROSECUTION. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., said that the cage which 
the jury had to inyestigate was one where 
commercial fraud was alleged to have been 
attempted hy the respectable-looking woman 
in the dock, ws accused, Mary O'Connor, 
carried on at Capel street, Dublin, 4 
drapery business ih the namé of “ Duke and 
Ca.” “She. was not the only person carrying 
on business as Duke and Co. in the same 
trade, bécause in North King street her sister, 
Anne. Duke, had a similar business in the 
saine hame. Mrs. 0 Connor was accustomed to 
make claims like these, and between January, 
1921, and February, 1922, she made claims to 
the amount of £201 19s.; and, these having 
been investigated, she accepted in satisfaction 
thereof the sum of £66 19s: Then theré was 
& steike on the London and North-Western 
Railway system at thé North Wall, and the 
company was out of action for six tnonths. 
Consequently no claims were réceived from 
Mrs. O'Connor; but im less than six months 
jaat vear she sent in ¢laims amounting to £254 
6s., and these claim" were apart from the 
three claims whieh the jury was investigating. 

The Lontion- and North-Westérn Railway 
Company came to thé éonclusion that they 
should be very particular in their dealings 
with her, and they put on special detectives 
and officials, whose evidence the jury would 
hear. Age regards the goods which had been 
sent out by. Phillips and Co., Manchester, ad- 
dressed to Mrs. Q’Connor in her trade name 
of Danke and Co., they were délivered on the 
following day—October 18—and on 2ist 
October she sent in a claim for £7 ls. ld. lor 
missing goods. On 8th November a parcel of 
goods sent by the same firm was delivered to 
Mrs. O’Connor, and on the 14th November she 
made a claim for £13 2s. ód. for shortage. 
On November 9 a parcel of goods was de- 
spatched by Messrs. Cook and Co., St. Paul's 
Churchyard, London, for Duke and Co., and 
these were delivered the next day. She claimed 
£9 1s. 3d. for shortage in that parcel, and 
that. counsel submitted, was also a fraudulent 
claim. In the ease of Cook and Co., St, Paul & 
Churchyard, a detective saw the goods being 
packed and put into a pareel, securely tied, 
and addressed. The detective took the pafcel 
and accompanied the vanman to Euston 
Terminus. He then handed the parcel over to 
another detective, who conveyed it to Holy- 
head and on the mail boat to the North Wall, 
keeping it under obsetvation all the time. 
Then, with three other detectives, he accom- 
sanied ‘the carter who delivered the parcel to 
Mrs. O'Connor. On the 11th of November the 
chief clerk of the Claims Department, London 
and North-Western Railway Company, re- 
ceived a claim for £9 1s. ód, for goods missing. 
The same procedure was adopted in the other 
two cases. 


THE WITNESSES. 

Evidence was then called on bebali of the 
railway company as to the despatch of par- 
cels from London, which the witnesses stated 
were packed in the presence of detectives, 
and were accompanied by them on the train 
etd the steamboat to the prisoner's shop. 
Evidence was algo given concerning the Man- 
chester parcel. 

Mr, Jones, Chief Claims Clerk ,of the Lon- 
don and North-Western Railway Company in 
Dublin, gaye evidence of tliree claims 
made by. the accused for ‘‘shorts’’ on deli- 
very. These were the claims referred to in 
the indictment. 

Detective-Sergeant Mahon, D.M.P., said 
that he arrested the accused, who, in re- 
ference to the goods received from Messrs. 
Phillips, said, ‘‘Mr. Dansey checked with 
me when I opened the ease, and he saw the 
condition the boxes were in,” 

This closed the case for the prosecution. 

THE DEFENCE. 

Miss Daisy Nolan, manageress íor. Mrs. 
O'Connor, stated that she was five years at 
the business, and was nearly always present 
when goods arrived and were being checked. 
When the box arrived it was in a 
shaky . condition, and cardboard boxes 
inside were broken, and goods were missing. 
She was present when the parcel from Messrs. 
Cook was opened by Mrs. O'Connor. Some 
children’s coats and other articles were miss- 
ing. Mrs. Olifford and. Mr. Hennessy were 
also present. As regards the third parcel, 
she saw it opened, and the goods for which 
the claims were lodged were missing. Mr. 
Dansey was present at the time. 

Thomas Dansey stated that he was in Mrs. 
O'Connor's ptemises on 8th November. All 
the goods were femoved from the case when 
he went in, except two catdboard boxes, 
which were broken, and some of the goods 
were taken. 

Mrs. Mary Clifford, 35 Little Strand street, 
stated that she was in Mre. O’Cofnor’s shop 
on November 10. and saw her opehing 4 
cardboard box. The. witness wanted to buy 
two coats for her children, but the colours 
shown t6 her did not suit. Mre. O'Connor 
said that she did not get all the things that 
she ordered. 

The case Wat adjourned until 11 o'clock 
this morning.

The. whole of the guaranteed loan must be 
tised solély for the purpose of carrying om 
trorks of a capital nature. The Mitistry has 
no power to guatatitee a loan Which is to be 
used in whole of in part for the provision of 
working capital. ) 

The Ministry has no power to give a 
Gnarantee if respect of any loan which will 
bé teed wholly or in paft for the purpose 
of oe existing liabilities of coihmhit- 
ments.

Only about 20 
attended. The principal subject discussed 
was the question of who was to be the 
Opposition leader in the Upper Chamber. 
A stiggestion that Viscoun Grey should 
be invited was véheinently tésisted by 
Mr. Lloyd Georgé. His sugdesiion was 
that the Liberal forees in thé House of 
Lords should be led by the Tory ex-Lotd 
Chancellor, Lord Birkenhead.” 

tt ia worth recalling that 4 few weeks 
ago Lord Birkenhead proclaimed that 
he had been born a Tory, that he was 
still a Tory, and that no power on earth 
should ever drive him out of the Tory vary. 

Mr.. Lloyd George’s plan to entrench the 
Coalition in the House of Lords is of special 
importance, in view of the fact that a meeting 
of Liberal Peers is to be held in the course of 
the next fortnight to discuss arrangements 
for the coming session. 

The fact that Lord Birkenhead is designated 
for the. Opposition leadership in the House 
of Lords means that the ex-Prime Minister 
means to revive if he ean the Coalition, and 
that the idea of a National Party still haunts 
his mind, as it does that of Mr. Churchill.

the prescribed limits, and he was aware that 
such trespassing was calculated to do serious 
injury to the Irish sea fisheries. i 

Owing to the diversion of the fishery cruiser 
Helga to other services, the marine police 
work off their coasts had, in the saw few 
months, been weakened. He was, however, 
definitelv assured that the cruiser would very 
shortiv be available for her normal duties, 
and this, together with such temporary 
measures as had been adopted, would, it was 
hoped. prove successful in reducing this il- 
legal trawling. i 

He wished, however, to make it clear that, 
eren under the best conditions, one fishery 
comser, having an all-Ireland ‘‘ beat” oí 
something like 2,000 miles, could not possibly 
cope effectively with this menace of illegal 
trawling. Scotland had five such fishery 
cruisers as against their one. He trusted that 
he might count on the support of the deputy 
when later on he came to the Dail with a 
proposal for a provision of one or two addi- 
tional fishery cruisers. ) 

The work of developing Irish fisheries, with 
which he (the Minister) was charged was 
most seriously affected by those infractions 
of their trawling hmits. Some idea of the 
number of such offences was conveyed by the 
fact that since the ss. Helga was first com- 
mitsioned for this work, 258 prosecutions were 
undertaken, and 249 convictions obtained. 


BILLETING IN MAYO. 


Mr O'Connell (Galway) asked the Minister 
for Defence if he was aware that a consider- 
able amount was due by the military autho- 
vities to the proprietress of the Moy Hotel. 
Ballina, Co. Mayo, on account of billeting of 
troops and AT supplied, and that several! 
applications had been made for payment, with- 
out avail, and, as this account is long over- 
dse, would he give instructions to have the 
metter attended to as early as possible. 

The Minister for Home Affairs (Mr. 
Higgins), on behalf of the Minister for De- 
fence, said that a cheque for portion of the 
hilleting account was issued on 16th January, 
and he was awaiting the receipt of details of 
the remaining portions, which had been asked 
for. There was also an account for damage, 
which would be dealt with as soon as pos- 


able. 
APPOINTMENTS. 
REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


The President moved that the interim re- 
port of the Committee on Articles 21 and 23 
of the Constitution, and the suggested ap- 
pontments and remuneration of officers of the 
Senate be considered. 

The Minister for Local. Government (Mr. 
Bivthe) seconded the motion. 

The President said that the reports had been 
delayed for a statement by the Ministry of 
Finance on the subject matter contained 
in them. The Senate Committee’s report 
consisted of two parts, dealing with the 
remuneration of the chairman and vice-chair- 
man, and the travelling expenses of members 
of the Senate. 

is was the first occasion on which they 
had received a communication from the 
henate, and it was necessary to regulate the 
business relations that would exist between 
the two Houses. The report was sent to the 
Finance Committee. 

Their report consisted of seven paragraphs. 
Tn one paragraph, it would be observed, that 
the Constitution was silent as regards the 
appointment, and the fixing of remuneration 
of officials of either the Dail or theSenate. Other 
paragraphs dealt with methods of proceiure 
to be adopted, k 

It wae the genera! desire that they should 
act in cordial relations with the Senate in 
these matters, and he thought that it would 
he felt in reading the report that there was 
a real effort made here to come to an 
amicable arrangement. 

As to the appointments, there had been 
no extern appomtments, with, haps, one 
exception, and in that exception the person ap- 
pointed had served with the Government or 
the Dail. Every one had been drawn from 
the public service, and the appointments were 
not what he would call patronage appoint- 
mente. In the present state of public finance 
the staffs of both Houses should be regulated 
ona sound, business basis, so that there vould 
be no overlapping, and that the State would 
be able to get from the officers or officials 
sood service for the remuneration paid. 

It wag with that intention that the report 
wes submitted. and the Dai] was asked to 
acprove the suggestions in the memorandum, 
Ke also moved that they approve the uppoint- 
ment of the clerk and assietant clerks. The 
essistant clerk and the second assistant cierk 
of the Senete were barristers-at-law, and it 
"as quite possible that in making those ap- 
pointments the Senate had in mind the ure- 
fulness of those men, having regard to their 
legal experience. ! 

Mr. Thomas Johnson (Labour, Dublin 
County) said that when the report was before 
the House it was deferred until after the 
memorandum had been produced and circu- 
lated. The memorandum was produced at 
three o'clock that day, and the members 
were asked on that short notica to decide 
that it contained wise recommendations. He 
‘honght that the House should have an oppor- 
unity of considering the document. 

The President—Very good. 

Tt was agreed to consider the report and 
@emorandum to-day. 


THE MEMORANDUM. 


The memorandum by the Minister of 
Finance on the subject of the report of the 
Committee of the Senate, deals with the pro- 
visions of Articles 21 and 23 of the Conati- 
tution regarding the powers, duties, remunera- 
tion and terms of office of the chairman and 
vice-chairman, and the provision for the pay- 
ment of members, and for free traveiling 
expenses. 

It also states that in the time available it 
had not been found possible to obtain any 
information as to the practice in Canada r in 
other Dominions, and the only information 
available is the practice obtaining in the 
Rnitish Parliament. ‘The British Parliament 
is not a correct precedent for the present 
purpose, inasmuch as the House of Lords 
occupies in the British Parliament a different 
gs from the Seanad in the Saorstát, and | 
bas certain functions which are not vested 
in the Seanad of the Saoratát. 

The memorandum outlines the arrangements 
of the British Parliament as a help in con- 
tidering the arrangements to be adopted: in 
the Searstét, and adds that the analogy of 
the British Constitution points to a Statute of 
tne Soaratat to determine the principal posts 
and the remuneration thereof in the Dail and 
the Seanad, and to provide machinery to 
regulate the numbers. salaries, etc., of the 
junior staff. In the report of the Seanad 
Committee it appers to be assumed that it is 
& matter exclusively for Seanad to deter- 
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mine what officers it will have and what their 
remuneration will be, but there is nothing in 
the Constitution to that effect, and it is clear 
that as the responsibility rests with the Wail 
of providing the money, some machinery 
should wad grttigair to bring the two Houses 
into accord as regards numbers and ralaries 
of officers and the regulations governing their 
appointment. 

It is suggested that for appointment to the 

rincipal posts in both the Seanad and the 
Jail a committee should be constituted. con- 
sisfing of the President, the Chairman of the 
Dail, and the Chairman of the Seanad, with 
the addition of the iaw ofticer should a leral 
appointment be under consideration. 

t is suggested that, as regards remunera- 
tion and numbers of junior staff, there should 
be a Standing Committee, consisting of the 
Minister of Finance, the Chairman of the 
Dail and the Chairman of the Seanad. 

As regards the 'junior staff, states the 
memorandum, it is suggested that until ex- 
perience shows that there is sufficient work 
to justify the creation of separate staffs, an 
attempt should be made to carry on with one 
comimon staff. The report of the Seanad Com- 
mittee recognises the desirability of a com- 
mon reporting staff, and the principle should, 
it is suggested, be extended for the present 
to the junior clerical staff and any typin 
staff that may be required. It is suggest 
also that there should be one common Far. 
mentary Library. 

As y wr recraitment of junior staff, the 
British Parliament has a limited competition 
with nomination for each House. Open com- 
petitive examination is not desirable as, owing 
to the relations that must necessarily exist 
between staff and members of the Seanad or 
of the Dail, it is important that careful selec- 
tion should be exercised. There appears, how- 
ever, to be no good reason why the junior 
clerical staff of the Seanad and of the Dail 
(whether separate or, as suggested, one com- 
mon pool) should not be recruited in the 
future from an appropriate Civil Service ex- 
amination, subject to the condition that the 
successful candidates at that examination 
should be subject to selection before appoint- 
ment. At the moment no auitable Civil 
Service examination is available. 

The Dail, however, has obtained practically 
all ite junior staff from the existing Civil 
Service, and har proceeded on the principle 
of me By. up staff to meet the growth of the 
work. ’ending the creation of whatever 
machinery may be decided upon, the Clerk of 
the Dail, in obtaining staff, has followed the 
IR oí the Civil Service by obtaining the 
‘nance Ministry sanction for appointments 
and salaries. f the Seanad is to have a 
separate junior staff, it is suggested that the 
staff should be drawn from the Civil Service 


by selection. 
ELECTORAL BILL. 


BIG JOB FOR RETURNING 
OFFICERS. 


The House then went into Committee on the 
Schedules to the Electoral Bill. 

In the fifth schedule, Mr. William O’Brien 
(Labour) moved the following addition to Rule 
8, which refers to publication of notice of 
ny :-—“The returning officer shall also send 

y post, as soon as practicable after the elec- 
tion is adjourned, to each person on the 
register fo Parliamentary electors for the con- 
stituency, a notice, directed to the address on 
the register, and showing in the prescribed 
form the day and hours at which the poll is 
to be taken, the voters number on the 
register, the polling station at which the 
elector is entitled to vote, and the names and 
descriptions of the candidates as they will ap- 
pear on the ballot paper.” 

Mr. Blythe said that he saw what the 
deputy had in view in bringing forward the 
amendment. It was to relieve candidates and 
pay organisers oí certain labour which they 
iad to undertake at present. But while it 
might, serve that, object, the Minister pointed 
out, it would throw a considerable amount, of 
labour on the returning officers. 

Some constituencies would have as many 
as nine members, and in. such constituencies 
there would be roughly about 90,000 electors; 
and if notices were to be sent out officially, 
it conld be realised what a considerable 
amount of labour would be thrown on the re- 
turning officers. The cost of elections would 
be overburdened. 

They hoped to make such arrangements for 
giving notice of the poll as would make the 
number of people who did not know where to 
poll, and other necessary particulars, com- 
paratively small. He did not think that any 
argument had been made for casting this 
labour on the returning officers, with its con- 
sequential expense. Neither did he think 
that there was anything in the amendment, 
partioularly the second amendment, standing 
in Mr. O'Brien's name, that would be effective 
in stopping personation. 

The amendment was rejected. 


UNIVERSITY ELECTIONS. 


Professor Thrift moved to amend the bill 
by the insertion of a new rule as follows :— 
‘ The returning officer in any University con- 
stituency shall have power to appoint a 
deputy to act for him in such respects as the 
returning officer may think fit.” 

Mr. FitzGibbon said that the retorning 
officer in Trinity College was the Provost, 
and in the National University the Vice- 
Chancellor of the University, for the time being 
Chairman of the University Senate, and there 
was an express provision in the case of either 
of these officers bán inccpacitated through ill- 
health. It seemed to him that it would be 
only reasonable to allow them to appoint re- 
turning officers or deputy returning officers 
from their own staff to perform the duties. 

The amendment was eventually withdrawn 
on an, undertaking from the Minister to look 
into the matter. ‘ 

A number of verbal amendments were 
made rules and forms of ballot papers, and 
the House adjourned at 4.35. 

To-day the House. will consider the 
memorandum of the Ministry of Finance on 
the subject of the report of the Committee of 
the Senate on the appoiniments and remunera- 
tio® of the officers of the Senate. after which 
the remaining schedules to the Electora] Bill 
will be taken. 


MR. THOMAS JOHNSON AND 
| THREATS. 


In the report which appeared in vesterday’s 
issue of the debate in the Dail on the General 
Order issued by the Army Council] the follow- 


“ing passage occurs in Mr. Thomas Johnson's 


speech :—' He had had the experience of re- 
ceiving a large number of threatening letters 
from the supporters of both forces or both 
sides. He did not know whether these powers 
would ever come into operation, but he hoped 
that the culprits on both sides would be 
simultaneously shot. (Laughter.)”’ 

Mr. Johnson suggests that he was not re- 
ported correctly, and says that he believes 
that he used the following words :—' I do not 
know whether any of these threats are going 
to be put into effect, but if they are I hope 
that they will both shoot at the same time, 
and that I shall be able to duck in time, and 
that the culprits will be simultaneously shot.’’

DECREASE IN IRISH 
CROPS. 


PLANS FOR INCREASED 
TILLAGE.

A sitting of the Parliamentary Commission 
on Agriculture was held yesterday at 33 
St. Stephen's Green, Dublin, when Mr. T. P. 
Gill, Secretary to the Department of Agricu!- 
ture and Technical Instruction, and Mr, J. R. 
Campbell, also of the Department, were 
further examined. 

Professor Drew, National University, occu- 
pied the chair, and the other members of the 
Commission present were:—Senator R. A. 
Butler, Chairman Irish Farmers’ Union; 
Senator Sir John Keane, Bart.; Senator M. 
Duffy, Messrs. Joseph Johnston, F.,T.C.D.; 
George O'Brien, M. Doyle, M.P.; C. Byrne, 
M.P>; and Thomas Johnson, M.P. 

Mr. T. P. Gill, replying to Mr. Joseph 
Johnston, F.,T.C.D., said that Ireland should 
be a self-supporting country. At the present 
time Ireland only grew wheat enough to 
make bread for the population for three 
weeks, and at the same time we were import- 
ing feeding stuffs for cattle, poultry, etc., to 
an enormous extent. 

Had the ocean highways not been kept open 
during the war, Ireland would have been in a 
state of famine. That was an entirely un- 
sound position for Ireland to be in, and she 
should correct her policy as regards tillage. 

Ireland had the pull over countries that 
were mainly industrial, like England, and 
Ireland could grow food enough for her own 
population. 

Mr. J. R. Campbell, of the Department of 
Agriculture, gave in detai] the prices for 
agricultural produce of all kinds from the 
vear 1914 to the eleven months ending Novem- 
ber, 1922, as well as the cost of agricultural 
requisites and labour. 

He said that a glance at the figures would 
show the unfortunate position in which tillage 
farmers now found themselves. The wages 
bill was one of the biggest items of ex- 
penditure on a tillage farm, and in 1920 on 
18 farms on which costings were taken it 
accounted for 42 per cent. of the total ex- 
penses of the farm. 

Dealing with the decline in tillage, Mr. 
Campbell! said that there were many factors 
which contributed to it, but the dominating 
factor was foreign competition. So great 
‘were the imports that the wonder was how 
agriculture in these islands survived. That 
it did was due to the rapid growth of the 
population in England and to improvements in 
agriculture, notably as the result of scien tific 
investigation and improvement in machinery 
and live-stock. In Great Britain for some 
years the acreage under tillage also declined, 
but to a Jess marked degree. 


THE QUESTION. 


How was tillage, and consequently employ- 
ment, he asked, to be increased’ They had 
the well-established fact that land well tilled 
produced greater national wealth than the 
same land under grass; but it did not follow 
that tillage paid the individual farmer better 
than grazing. 

The wealth that was produced by the tillage 
farmer was shared by the nation as a whole, 

Various suggestions for increasing tillage 
had been put forward. Une was compulsory 
tillage, and that was not a new idea. To en- 
force compulsory tillage, and especially at 
short notice, to the extent of requiring the 
occupier to employ increased capital in pro: 
viding horses, machinery, etc., would not be 
equitable without a guarantee against loss. 

There might be many such cases of loss, but 
the question was: who was to determine how 
far a farmer’s losses were unavoidable? Com- 
pulsory tillage had other defects. To be equit- 
able it should ensure that every occupier 
should make an equal effort, and that could 
not be done by prescribing a flat percentage. 

The other means of increasing tillage were 
guaranteed prices, tariffs, preferential taxa- 
tion, and increasing the number of small! hold- 


ings. 

an undoubted deterrent to tillage on the 
large farm was the labour difficulty and the 
fear of strikes; and, in particular, the 
lightning strike had, in recent years, as he 
knew trom intimate conversations with 
farmers, a very adverse effect on tillage. 

The question of the influence of an increase 
in the number of small holdings on the live- 
stock industry was one of importance. Cattie- 
breeding was at present the most important 
and the mest valuable branch of agricultural 
industry in the country, and the consequences 
of any proposals that would seriously interfere 
with it should be very carefully considered. 

There did not appear to be any reason why 
the livestock industry as a whole should 
diminish as the result of an increase in the 
cultivated area. Pigs and poultry would in- 
crease considerably, as would dairy cows and 
horses. As to the effect of tillage on the trade 
in store stock, much would depend on the dis- 
posal of the crops. 

ELEVEN MONTHS’ SYSTEM, 

A system under which farmers could hire 
grazing land to any extent on a short tenure, 
such as eleven months, was not conducive to 
the practice of tillage. 

If the livestock industry was to be main- 
tained and encouraged, aid if Ireland was to 
have more tillage, and, therefore, More stall 
feeding and a meat trade, it was essential 
that. there should. be grazing lands suitable for 
fattening bullocks to produce summer and 
autumn beef. 

Catile could be fattened in the stalls off. the 
second class land, but it was only on rea'ly 
choice pagtures that they could be made prime 
fat in the summer. 

In his view, therefore, fattening pastures 
were a great asset to the country. Substan- 
tial portions of second rate land ran into 
grazing tracts which could provide holdings 
for a number of people, and give better re- 
turns if divided up and worked as mixed 
tarms. 

Whatever doubt there might be as to the 
possibility of increasing the output of the land 
by compulsion, tariffs, and like methods, he 
had none whatever as to what could be done 
by education. 

Dealing with the question of Canadian cattle 
Mr. Campbell said, as far as could be seen at 
present, and until they were in a better posi- 
tion to ascertain the effect of the threatened 
competition from Canada, it appeared to him 
that the soundest attitude for the farmers to 
adopt was to continue with renewed vigour 
their recent efforts for the improvement of 
their stock. 

TAX ON BULLOCKS, 


Replying to Mr. Thomas Johnson regarding 
a proposal to put a tax of, say, ls. a head on 
each bullock exported from the country to go 
towards fostering the dead meat industry, Mr. 
Campbel) said that he did not quite agree 
with the idea. They exported about 800,000 
cattle, and unless the tax was a big one it 
would not bring in a great deal of money. 

When he looked into the matter he saw 
that there was more sense in the suggestion 
to tax the bullock than in taxing barley and 
wheat. 

Mr. Johnson said that a tax of 1s. per head 
per beast would produce £40,000 annually, 
and would help to pay the interest on the 
money raised to start the enterprise. 

Mr. Campbell said that in his opinion it 
would be hetter to raise money some other 
way. A shilling per head tax might be the 
thin end of the wedge, and might be some- 
thing more in the course of a couple of years. 

He advocated the smal! holdings for farmers’ 
sons who were able to purchase them, and for 
labourers who could deposit portion of the 
purchase money, and the State could exercise 
a sort of selective veto on the entrant. Some- 
thing of the kind was necessary. 

The Commission adjourned until 10 o'clock 
to-day.

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YOUNG SOLDIER SHOT. 


FINDING OF THE JURY. 

Dr. Louis Byrne, Dublin City Coroner, 
held an inquest yesterday in St. Vincent's 
Hospital on the body of Private Thomas 
Martin (19), of the National Army, who was 
admitted to the hospital at 0.00 p.m. on the 
16th inst., suffering from a gunshot wound 
in the nose. He died on the same evening 
at 6.50. 

Michael J. Collins, Kells, said that on 
Tuesday morning he saw Martin talking and 
laughing with Gunner Joseph Kerr on the 
platform of Kingscourt Railway Station. 
Kerr had a Webley revolver in his hand, m 
the chambers of which the witness noticed 
4 live rounds and one blank round. He 
saw Kerr present the gun at Martin, there 
was a loud report and Martin fell. ' 

Mr.. Collins added that he was certain 
that the shooting was accidental, and that 
Martin and Kerr were the hest of “‘ pals.’’ 

Medical evidence was tendered by Dr. Con- 
nolly, honse surgeon. Death was due to 
shock and hemorrhage, caused by the bullet 
wound in the nose. 

Gunner Joseph Kerr said that on Tuesday 
last, he and Martin were on duty at Kings- 
court Railway Station. He was cleaning his 
revolver, in which there were 4 live rounds 
and one blank. Having cleaned it, he pulled 
hack the trigger thinking that the striker 
would hit the empty cartridge, bot instead 
it struck a live round, which wounded Mar- 
tin. Martin and he were on excellent terms. 

The jury found that Martin died from 
shock and hemorrhage, caused by a bullet 
accidentally d&charged from a revolver in 
the possession of Cunner Joseph Kerr. and 
added a rider that there was not sufficient 
care taken fh. this case inthe handling of the 


weapon.

THE EXAMPLE OF AMERICA, 


The Dean of Christ Church presided 4% 
the annual meeting of the World a Women's 
Christian Temperance Union (Ireland), whicly 
was held last night in St. Andrew’s Parochial 
Hall, Dublin, when an address on “The 
Truth about American Prohibition” was 
given by Mrs. Clow (Portedown), who has 
just returned from the United States. 

The Chairman said that women had a 
power in this matter of temperance now that 
they had not before, because they had votes, 
and it was the vote that carried power at 
present. Therefore, it was for women to go 
torward, and to exercise the great power tha: 
they possessed in this cause. e thought 
that it would be true to say that never, cer- 
tainiy within the present generation, was 
there more need for temperance propaganda 
than in Ireland at present. Wherever they, 
looked, they saw the degradation and ruin 
caused by drink. The law was not being 
er-forced ; restrictions on the sale of intoxicat. 
ing drink were openly disregarded. That 
was not only in Dublin, but in a more 
marked degree in the country, and dis- 
ciplined, or so-called disciplined forces, were 
not setting an example. Therefore, it was 
for them all to be up and doing., 

Mrs. Clow, who was received with ap- 
plause, said that she agreed with the Charr- 
man with regard to the power that women 
had gained by the vote, and there was one 
thing that she envied*them in the Free 
State, which they had “St got in the North, 
and 4hat was equal se. page. In her opinion 
aw n of 21 was } Has capable of making 
up her mind for wham she should vote as the 
average man of 21. . 'Applause.) The speaker, 
then proceeded tai aieal with “the truth 
about prohibition im the United Staies,”’ and 
pointed ont that it mattered everything 
whether America stood by prohibition or not., 

Reforms always came through evolution 
and not through revejution, and it was no 
panic or unconsidered legislation on the part 
of America when three years ago they pat 
prohibition into force. It took nearly foo 
years to complete the work First there was 
a creative sentiment, to a great extent due to 
the White Ribbon women. Mrs Clow then spoke 
on the good work that was being done for 
temperance in the United States, and 
described the enthusiasm displayed at temper- 
anee conferences which she aitended there. 
She was convinced that America would never 
go back on its 
ments in some newspapers and by individuals, 
that there was as much strong drink consumed 
in America now as ever, she tharacterised as

FOOD PRICES. 


LABOUR THINKS THEM 
TOO HIGH. 


PROPOSED CONTROL OF 
RETAIL CHARGES. 


The Commission on Prices took evidence at 
the Mansion House, Dublin, yesterday. The 
Commissioners present were :—Professor Whe- 


| Jehan, M.P., Chairman; Mrs. Blythe, Mr. R. 


Wilson, M.P.; Mr. Paul Blythe, Mr. Denis 
Cullen, Mrs. McGarry, Mr. William Hewat, 
Sir James Craig, M.D., Senator, and T. 


Farren. 

Mr. Foran, of the Dublin Workers’ Council, 
submitted a list of prices, which included :— 
Bread, 54d. per 2lb. loaf; creamery butter, 
2s. 2d. per lb.; farmers’ butter, 1s. 8d. and 
ls. 10d. per lb.; milk, 7d. and 8d. per quart; 
beefsteak, 1s. 4d. to ls. 10d. per lb.; stewing 
beef, 10d. to 1s. 4d. per lb.; beef, fine rib, 
ls 6d. and ls. 8d.; coarse, Is. 2d. and Is. 
4d.; mutton, ls. 4d. to 1s. 10d.; bacon (Irish), 
ls. 6d. to 2s. 4d. (prices varying according to 
cuts); imported bacon, ls. 2d. to 1s. 10d.; 
flour, 2s. 10d. and ós. per stone; cabbage, 2d. 
to 6d. per head; cauliflowers, 8d. to 10d. ; 
potatoes, 10d. and 1s. per stone; Swede tur- 
nips, ls, per stone. 

These prices were obtained as a result of a 
questionaire sent to various trades unions. 

In reply to Mr. Hewat, the witness said 
that these prices were excessive. Farmers had 
told him that potatoes sold by them at 6d. 
per stone were retailed at ls. 4d. per stone. 

Mr. Hewat—I am afraid we would have to 
get hold of the man at the counter in ordef 
to find out his expenses. 

The witness said that he thought that there 
were too many people between the producer 
and the consumer. Potatoes were a commo- 
dity that could easily be handled by the 
farmer. 

PROPQSED INSPECTORS OF PRICES. 

He thought that local authorities should 
have inspectors to see the prices ruling in 
the markets, and watch the goods in the 
shops. His belief was that the workman paid 
more fer his goods because he obtained 
credit. 

Labour was more expensive in Dublin than 

in Belfast. That might account for the price 
of bread being lower in Belfast. 
' With a little enterprise on the part of 
capital and a little reasonableness on the part 
of the worker industries could be built up 
in Dublin, i 

Among which they

disadvantages 


laboured under in Ireland was the price of 


coal. The difference between the prices of 
coal in Ireland and in England was not, how- 
ever, great. Ireland was naturally an agricul- 
tural country, and it was on that that they 
must concentrate. 

With regard to the reduction of go- 
betweens, he suggested that the ‘County Dub- 
lin farmers should have a clearing house for 
regulating trade. 

o Mr. Gregan—By this he meant direct 
trading between farmers and consumers. 

To the Chairman—The practice of fore- 
stalling prevailed to a considerable extent at 
present, and helped to raise prices. 

In the course of further evidence, the wit- 
ness said that if farmers co-operated in the 
sale of their Free they would reduce their 
expenses, and, incidentally, reduce prices to 
consumers. 

_He would give the right to local authori- 
ties to supervise prices. Freights might affect 
gu but Limerick. bacon was dearer in 
imerick than in England, just as Dublin 
stout was dearer in Dublin than in England. 
CO-OPERATIVE PURCHASE.

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CANAL TRAFFIC, 


ITS DEVELOPMENT IN 
IRELAND. 


The Canals and Waterways Commission, 
which was appointed to inquire into the 
utilisation of the inland waterways for the 
purpose of transport, resumed its investiga- 
tion in the Engineers’ Hall, Dawson sireet, 
Dublin, yesterday morning. 

The members of the Commission are :'— 
Messrs. Robert N. Tweedy (Chairman), 


William Davin, Patrick Leonard, Patrick H. 


McCarthy, and John O’Moynan. 

Mr, G. FitzGibbon, K.C., and Mr. R. Rice 
(instructed by Messrs. Hayes and Sons), 
appeared for the Grand Canal Company ; and 
Mr. E. A. Swayne, K.C., and Mr. John 
O’Byrne (instructed by Messrs. Barrington 
and Son) appeared for the Riparian Owners 
of Industry and the Private Boat Owners’ 
Association. 

Mr. H. Phillips, general manager of the 
Grand Canal Company, continued his evi- 
dence. He said that the question of de- 
murrage was one that was prejudicial to water 
transport. The charge for demurrage on a 
canal boat was heavy, for the reason. that the 
crew of the boat was idle; but in the case 
of a railway waggon no men were employed. 
It was difficult to see how this could be over- 
come. The question was one that practically 
only affected coal traffic. Boats of a greater 
capacity would lead to economical working, 
and, now that the limitations of the power 
of the horse could be overcome by motor 
power, an improvement of the design of the 
boats might prove beneficial. It was doubt- 
ful if the enlarging and deepening of the 
waterway would lead to increased traffic to 
justify the large expenditure that would he 
involved. . Traffic at present was dealt with 
at the ports. In the year 1921, 57,984 tons 
were loaded and discharged at the Port of 
Dublin. 

Speaking generally, no comparison of Irish 
with Continental waterways could be made. 

The Chairman remarked that, beyond 
putting motors into a few boats, it was per- 
fectly obvious that the Canal Company could 
not increase traffic unless it walked into the 
office. Was that business? 

The witness replied that after the Act of 
1845 the company put. its own fleet of boats 
on the canal and opened up new stations. 
They also built a pier at Lough Derg. The 
Chairman had admitted on the previous day 
that that was not a bad record. 


DEVELOPING TRADE. 


The grehter part of the afternoon sitting 
was occupied with the examination of the 
witness on the balance sheets of the Grand 
Canal Company, which showed an increase in 
freights and expenditure since 1914. 

The witness told the Chairman that they 
had no organisation for the development of 
new traffic. 

Chairman—Is- there any reason why new 
business should not gravitate towards the 
Grand Canal Company? 

The witness replied that they were, of 
course, anxious for as much traffic as it was 
possible to get. They got traffic from almost 
every firm in Dublin, But there were certain 
goods that would not be sent over their 
system. 

Chairman—The only inference I can draw 
is that the advantages of the can;.] are not 
very obvious, because traffic has decreased. 

Witness—That is due to present conditions. 

The Chairman said that, according to the 
details supplied, the tonnage for 1800 was 
20,000, and 66,000 in 1835. But in 1921 it 
had dropped to 33,000. 

The witness replied that the first Ay. 
figures covered a period when there were no 
railways. When railways opened up, traffic 
on canals decreased. 

The Commission adjourned until 11 o’clock 
this morning.

At the meeting of the Grangegorman Mental 
Hospital Board yesterday, at which Mr. 
Michael Staines, Chairman, presided, the re- 
port of the Finance Committee stated that a 
sum of £300 was included in the estimates 
this year for cinematograph performances- 
Two machines had been installed. 

‘““We cordially agree,” says the report, 
“with the humanitarian motives which in 
spired the members of the Joint Committes 
to make this welcome addition to the amuse- 
ments of the patients, and make the necessary 
monetary provision in the present estimate 
with the greatst pleasure.” 


THE ESTIMATE. 


The estimate and demand for the financial 
year 1925-1924, and the report from a special 
meeting of the Finance Committee held on 
January 11th, were considered. 

The estimated expenditure is £220,050, 
comprising £199,450 for ordinary expenses 
and £20,600 in respect of repayment of loans. 
cmnágár, | for £9,484, the estimate credit bal- 
ance at March ólat, 1925, and of £21,040, the 
estimated revenue for 1923-1924, the demand 
estimate is £189,526. The demand on the con- 
tributory bodies showed a decrease of £521.

The report stated that the receipts

and alterations account. A special sum of 
£4,000 was included for the completion of the 
painting of the interior of Portrane Asylum 

After providing for the proposed new loan 
for cottages for married attendants at Port- 
rane, there was a reduction of £1,050 under 
the head of repayment of Joans, and the ac- 
counts were prepared and on the 
assumption that the £65,900 of arrears ac- 
cumulated for the years 1920-1921, 1921-1922 
and 1922-1925 had been cleared off by the 
end of the present financial year, the grants 
withheld by the British authorities having 
been paid over by the Irish Government 
Already £30,000 had been paid “on account ’’ 
of this liability of £63,000. 

“On the whole,” the report added, “our 
finances during the past year have been 
maintained in quite a satisfactory state.”’ 


PAYING FOR PATIENTS.
